We are pleased to report that the R/V 
Braveheart has arrived in Stanley, the Falk- 
land Islands and is making preparations for 
the arrival of the VP8STI/VP8SGI team. The 
Braveheart is taking on 90,000 liters of fuel 
and enough provisions for their 36 day voy- 
age with the Intrepid VP8 team. 


At 59 degrees South, Southern Thule in 
the South Sandwich chain of islands is closer 
to the Antarctic Circle than either Heard Is- 
land (53 degrees) or Bouvet Island (54 de- 
grees) The climate will be cold and harsh 
with strong winds. Current weather in 
Southern Thule is -2 degrees C with moder- 
ate winds. After camping in tents on South- 
ern Thule for ten days, our team will voyage 
to South Georgia Island and set up camp for 
an additional ten days.

Kosovo Amateur Radio Asso- 
ciation SHRAK Joins Interna- 
tional Amateur Radio Union 


From the ARRL 12/11/2015 


The International Amateur Radio Union 
(IARU) has announced that the Kosovo 
Amateur Radio Association, (SHRAK) has 
been accepted into membership as the result 
of a second vote by member societies. The 
action has no effect on Kosovo’s DXCC sta- 
tus. 

Kosovo was proposed for IARU mem- 
bership in 2014, but the proposal failed. Two 
affirmative votes arrived after the ballot 
deadline, however, and IARU Region 1 re- 
quested that the IARU International Secretar- 
iat conduct another vote, which did result in 
SHRAK’s receiving the necessary affirma- 
tive votes. 

With a history that dates back to the days 
of the former Yugoslavia, SHRAK was re- 
constituted in 2012, when the government 
authorized the establishment of an Amateur 
Radio Service, and SHRAK established a 
training and licensing program. Vjollca 
Caka, Z61VB, is SHRAK’s president. 

Special event station Z60IARU is ex- 
pected to be on the air for the closing days of 
2015 as part of the IARU’s 90th anniversary 
commemoration. 
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Kosoval still does not count for DXCC.
